JEFFERSON CITY, April 23— 
Disregarding Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor’s opinion holding the 
King-Thompson utility no-strike 
law unconstitutional, the Senate 
today approved on perfection a 
bill amending and adding new 
subject matter to the controver- 
sial act. . 

By its action, the Senate indi- 
cated that it feels that the King- 
Thompson law is still in effect 
and can only be knocked out by 
a court decision. 


The bill, which was advanced to 
the calendar for final Senate 
passage, prohibits the chairman 
or other members of the State 
Board of Mediation, which ad- 
ministers the King-Thompson Act, 
from accepting any compensation 
for their official acts other than 
their state salaries. 


$3000 Fee Disclosed. 

Introduced by Senator D. W. 
Gilmore, Democrat, of Benton, 
the measure was prompted by the 
disclosure that Vance Julian, for- 
mer mediation board chairman, 
had accepted a $3000 fee from the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. for 
services as state’s agent in charge 
of the transit firm during the 
period it was under technical 
state seizure last year. 

The fee was paid on order of 
Gov. Forrest Smith. Senate dis- 
approval of the fee deal forced 
Gov. Smith to withdraw Julian’s 
name for re-appointment to an- 
other term as state mediation 
chief. Temporary approval of the 
bill today was the second time 
the Senate took a slap at the 
Governor for directing the Julian 
fee payment. 

In explaining his proposal, Sen- 
ator Gilmore said its purpose was 
to clarify the law so that it was 
clearly understood that the Medi- 
ation Board chairman and mem- 
bers are not entitled to extra 
compensation for official duties. 

Up to Court, Says Gilmore. 

Gilmore said that if the King- 
Thompson law is declared uncon- 
stitutional the bill would be of 
no effect. When asked who had 
the power to declare the law in- 
valid, Gilmore replied: ‘The only 
body that can declare the law 
unconstittuional is the Supreme 
Court.” 

He offered to hold up consid- 
eration of his bill, if requested 
to do so by any Senator, until 
after the courts had an opportu- 
nity to pass on the validity of the 
utility no-strike law. No such re- 
quest was made, and the bill was 
ordered perfected without a dis- 
senting vote.

Fires Into Groups. 

“T had 17 bazooka shelis with 
me and I fired every one of them 
into groups that I could see in 
the dark,” the soldier said. “I 
must have killed quite a few of 
them. 

“Then our warrant officer was 
hit and I was giving him a shot 
of morphine in a slit trench when 
a Chinese soldier broke through 
and rushed up with a burp gun. I 
had a bayonet on my carbine and 
I got him in the body with it and 
then I shot him. 

“By that time I was out. of 
ammo.’ 

The weather was perfect for 
air attacks.

In daylight 
Monday they flew .771 sorties 
ranging from the front lines to 
air fields in the rear to make 
them useless for the Reds.

DULLES PROMISES 


JAPS U.S. WONT 
ABANDON ASIA 


Voices Doubt That Rus- 
sia Wants War Now, 
Says Soviet Aim Is 
Conquest From Within. 


TOKYO, April 23 (AP)—John 
Foster Dulles said today there is 
“some risk of general war” but he 
doubts the rulers of Russia want 
war now. 

The special ambassador told 
the United Nations Association of 
Japan that’ Soviet leaders are 
spreading fear of direct aggres- 
sion and armed attack “to frighten 
the free peoples into a condition 
which will make them vulnerable 
to conquest from within.” 

Dulles came here to assure 
Japanese that Gen. Douglas Mac loan 
Arthur's dismissal would have no [ew hetataaa, 
effect on plans for an early Japa- 
nese peace treaty. He left Tokyo 
by plane today for Washington to 
report to President Truman. 

Safeguard by U.S. Pledged. 

Dulles told the Japanese U.N. 
Association that the United States 
will not abandon Asia but will 
stand firmly against aggression in 
this part of the world. As proof 
of this determination he pointed 
out: 

*-1, The United States Far East- 
ern air forces have been ex- 
panded. Two infantry divisions 
are to be stationed in Japan. The 
United States intends to maintain 
armed forces on Okinawa. 

2. The United States has of- 
fered Japan a bilateral security 
arrangement and is prepared to 
conclude a mutual defense ar- 
rangement with Australia and / 
New Zealand. 

3. President Truman has de- 
clared that armed attack on the 
Philippines would be regarded by 
the United States as ‘‘dangerous 
to its own peace and safety.” 

4. American strategic air forces 
could be sent from bases jn the 
United States to the aid of any 
country in the world. 

War Scare of 1948-49 Cited. 
Dulles recalled the Russian war 
scare that swept Europe in 1948 
and again the next year, when 
the North Atlantic pact was 
formed. 

*“Some timid souls,” he said, 
“were paralyzed with fright and 
saw, in nightmares, the Red army 
marching into western Europe. 
Those who were calmer and more 
experienced saw that the Red 
armies would not march on the 
basis of some legalistict pretext.” 
Then he added: “There is al- 
ways a danger of war when there 
are ambitious despots who control

Communist party, that is being

Before leaving, Dulles had a 
45-minute meeting with Emperor 
Hirohito at the Imperial Palace.

The Reds’ New Drive 

The new Communist offensive is on in Ko- 
rea. How extensive it is cannot yet be told 
because of censorship, This censorship is de- 
signed, of course, not to keep the facts from 
Americans and other U.N. peoples, but to pro- 
tect the fighting units on our side. Prompt 
reporting of engagements and unit activity when 
the enemy is on the offensive often gives the 
attacking force information of great military 
value. Occasional blackouts are to be pre- 
ferred to unnecessary loss of life. 

This Red offensive has been in the making 
for weeks. Its build-up began long before Gen. 
MacArthur was relieved of his command. In- 
deed, it follows a pattern very similar to that 
of the closing weeks of last year. Then the 
North Koreans withdrew cautiously toward Man- 
churia. Much of the time, the troops of Gen. 
MacArthur were not in contact with the enemy. 
Then came the MacArthur pre-Christmas drive 
for the Yalu river and the most serious reversal 
American troops ever suffered on foreign soil. 

That tragic reversal of the war’s course late 
in 1950 was based on a gross miscalculation on 
the part of the U.N. command in the Pacific. 
The assumption was that the Chinese Reds 
would not come in, and for that assumption Gen. 
MacArthur must assume his large share of re- 
sponsibility. This was one of the points on 
which the now relieved commander reassured 
President Truman on Wake Island in October— 
as became known over the weekend from partial 
information, on the historic conference, leaked 
from the White House. 

The sooner the full story of the Wake Island 
conference is known the better it will be for a 
people who are being high-pressured by profes- 
sional hero-worshippers and partisan politicians. 
It is not necessary, however, to have all the 
facts to know that the Joint Chiefs of Staff had 
ample reason, after Gen. MacArthur’s grievous 
error on the Red Chinese, to double check him 
at every point and in the end to place their 
judgment above his. 

As the MacArthur homecoming moves into a 
calmer week and the issues are debated in 
Washington and over the nation, one fact should 
stand out above all others. This is the funda- 
mental that the diplomatic and military sides 
of the Korean war cannot be separated. Obvi- 
ously it would be convenient to treat the aggres- 
sors as a bandit band and to punish them at 
will at the exits to their alleys and in their lairs. 

But the setting is the world and not a single 
city. As one of the highest and most respected 
of American officials told the Society of News- 
paper Editors, the choice is whether we go it 
alone or retain allies in the world struggle 
against Communism. The war could easily be 
extended to the Chinese mainland and perhaps 
to temporary military advantage. But there 
would be no gain in losing, as a result, allies 
in both Asia and Europe. 

The Reds’ new offensive is not happy news. 
Notwithstanding Gen. Van Fleet’s words of con- 
fidence that his U.N. forces are ready to meet 
the attackers, it means more fighting, more 
losses, perhaps a longer war. Yet preparations 
for the defense of Europe must go ahead. They 
must go ahead both in Congress, with adequate 
manpower legislation, and on the continent un- 
der Gen. Eisenhower’s new Atlantic command. 

Senator Douglas put it well in his debate with 
Senator Taft of Ohio. The Illinoisan reminded 
the country that to feint with the left and then 
to put over the real moxie with the right could 
be used just as well by the Communists on a 
world stage as in the prize fight ring. 
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The Urban League’s Wisdom 


Since the segregation issue has unhappily 
been raised in conection with the proposed 
school bond issue, it is good to see the Urban 
League taking a firm stand in support of the 
bonds.

Four Senators for the County 

St. Louis county is legally entitled to at least 
one more State Senator, because of the 1950 
census, but it ought to have two more. 

Figures issued by the Governmental Research 
Institute deserve study by the State Senatorial 
Redistricting Commission. These figures show 
that, theoretically, each of the 34 senatorial dis- 
tricts should have 116,313 inhabitants. St. Louis 
county’s present two districts represent, on an 
average, 75 per cent more people than that. 

If St. Louis county were given one more Sena- 
tor, and this seat were taken away from the 
rural areas which are now over-represented, the 
results in over- or under+epresentation would

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Price Control Strengthened 

If the Administration’s new plan for control- 
ling manufacturers’ prices signalizes the start of 
a fresh offensive on the inflation front, the peo- 
ple will welcome it. 

Economic Stabilizer Eric Johnston proposes 
to begin by holding future price increases of 
manufacturers’ goods to a level which will yield 


85 per cent of average profits in the three best | 


years from 1946 to 1949. He should be com- 
mended for excluding 1950 from the profits 
base. That was the big year of windfall profits 
tracing directly to the crisis in Korea. Much of 
the public cynicism about price control hereto- 
fore arose from the fact that margins and bases 
were fixed at the high levels reached after 
Korea. 

Mr. Johnston also acted wisely when he ruled 
that industry-wide profit standards shall govern, 
rather than the profit position of each particu- 
lar manufacturer. This means that price ceil- 
ings will put no penalty on the efficient pro- 
ducers, and yet will not reward the inefficient. 
This standard, together with forthcoming new 
regulations designed to base industrial prices 
firmly on pre-Korea standards, should give real 
assurance of stronger price control. 

The Administration reportedly hopes to follow 
up with an order barring cost-of-living wage in- 
creases after next June 30, and legislation freez- 
ing farm parity at last Jan. 15 levels. Thus at 
long last there will be a concerted attempt to 
stabilize in every sector of the economy. The 
leap-frogging of prices over wages and wages 
over prices must be stopped if that attempt is to 
succeed. 

Mr. Johnston must realize that it will be vir- 
tually impossible to achieve his aims with re- 
gard to wages unless the cost of living is actu- 
ally frozen. In World War II, wage control was 
effective because price control was effective. 
The best hope of solving the problem of esca- 
lator clauses and of achieving effective wage 
stabilization lies in bringing prices under tight 
control. 
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False Teeth and Guns 


The resignation of Labor Minister Aneurin 
Bevan' from the British cabinet, with other 
resignations expected, is the first major political 
upheaval resulting from the free world’s rearm- 
ament program. Mr. Bevan, and the Labor 
party left wing bloc he leads, believe that re- 
armament on the scale contemplated will divert 
from governmerft social expenditures more 
money than can be spared. 

So when the dominant Labor party right wing 
proposed a charge for false teeth and spectacles, 
in a search for every shilling that could be 
found to pay for guns, he resigned. It is possi- 
ble that the result will be a defeat for the 
government in Parliament, new elections, and 
perhaps a return of Winston Churchill’s Con- 
servatives to power. 

It would be no surprise if there were similar 
political upheavals elsewhere in Western 
Europe. For Mr. Bevan’s opinions are shared 
by left-wingers in other countries. 

In Britain, this storm is likely to be weathered 
in an orderly manner, whether or not it results 
in an overthrow of the government. But crises 
over the same issue in other countries in West- 
ern Europe could have grave consequences for 
the free world. For they could be far more 
violent and far less easily ended than in Britain. 
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Progress Toward a Treaty 

The way has been further prepared for the 
conclusion of a Japanese peace treaty by Presi- 
dent Truman’s announcement of plans for insur- 
ing the security of Australia and New Zealand. 
Similar assurances were given to the Philip- 
pines. In the end, these plans are expected to 
result in a Pacific Pact very much like the 
North Atlantic mutual defense arrangement. 

Such an arrangement is the price demanded 
by the two British dominions for their agree- 
ment to the treaty, They are not quite as sure 
as Gen. MacArthur that Japan has been trans- 
formed for all time into a peace-loving nation. 


' The Australians especially remember that they 


had a rather close call in 1942. And, of course, 
there is the possibility that some nation other 
than the Japanese might appear on the Pacific 
as an aggressor. : 

So far as Japan is concerned, there is further 
assurance for the Australians and New Zealand- 
ers in the plan to negotiate a Japanese- 
American military alliance as soon as the peace 
treaty has been signed. 

John Foster Dulles, assistant to Secretary of 
State Acheson, conducted preliminary discus 
sions of these arrangements on his recent visits 
to the various Pacific capitals. Now he is again 
in Tokyo, having been asked to go back by the 
President almost immediately after the an- 
nouncement of Gen, MacArthur’s recall. 

The purpose, obviously, was te indicate to 
other governments that there has been no 
change in American policy regarding the Pacific. 
This indication is now reinforced by Mr. Tru- 
man’s announcement of his plan for action “to 
meet the common danger.”

audiences,

without new consultation, risk a full-scale 
war with China. 


What the Crucial Issue Is 


These were Gen. MacArthur’s directives: 
and when London, Paris and the other 
Allied capitals periodically read in the 
press how the general was suggesting mili- 
tary actions which exceeded those direc- 
tives, they were astonished, they were dis- 
mayed, and, worse than all else, they were 
given cause to wonder whether they could 
— America’s responsibility and leader- 
ship. 

It needs to be appreciated that, without 
trust in American leadership, the alliance 
of the West in Europe would soon wither 
and wilt. It was essential that anything 
which seriously impaired that trust be 
corrected by whatever measures were 
necessary. 

But the removal of Gen. MacArthur 
does not deal with the larger military de- 
cisions which remain to be faced and 
resolved. 

It needg to be seen that there are those

time since 1946, the Public

MacArthur Talk Needs Investigation

Bradley, — chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
made a talk in Chicago before 
the National Association of Broad- 
casters. In that talk, he specifi- 
cally stated that the military 
strategy was to confine the war 
to Korea. A key paragraph reads 
as follows: 
“As long as we are able to con- 
fine the battles to Korea and 
continue to destroy the Commu- 
nist aggressors, we are making 
progress toward our international 
objective of preventing World 
War III. As long as we are keep- 
ing Communist forces occupied 
and off balance and keeping the 
war confined to Korea, we are 
minimizing their chances for 
world domination.” 


To Explain Strategy. 


Some statements insulting to 
Bradley's integrity have been 
made about that speech. It has 
been sugested that he was merely 
following a political line set by 
President Truman. 

The facts surrounding the ori- 
gin of the speech show that this 
is entirely false. And because 
those circumstances are impor- 
tant, I want to set them out here. 
On March 10, long before the 
MacArthur controversy loomed on 
the horizon, Bradley accepted the 
invitation to speak. One reason 
he agreed was because soundings 
of opinion he had had taken indi- 
cated that most people did not 
understand the objectives in the 
Korean war and he wanted to try 
to make clear the major strategy 
of limiting the conflict and why 
it was being followed. 


This was the strategy worked 
out and approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—Army, Navy and 
Air—over which Bradley pre- 
sides. Bradley also felt that since 
the JCS had played such an im- 
portant part in shaping policy it 
was up to him to try to get wid- 
ve acceptance for it from the pub- 
c. 


As his staff got down to work 
to put together material for the 


speech, they came up with an arti- |, 


cle which Bradley wrote for the 
Reader’s Digest last fall setting 
forth the basic approach to the 
Korean war. In the final draft of 
about a third of that 
article was used almost word for 
word. This was the important 
section emphasizing the need to 
confine the war and to avoid any- 
thing in the nature of a we-will- 
atom-bomb-you-if-you-don’t - quit 
ultimatum to the Soviet Union.

MacArthur should be the 
first to welcome an inquiry in 
which all participants would be 
frankly and openly interrogated 
not for purposes of partisanship, 
but to try to get at the facts. 

A great deal will be blurred 
over if this becomes merely a 
political dispute. I have heard on 
what should be good authority 
that MacArthur never directly 
asked the JCS for permission to 
bomb the “privileged sanctuary” 
in Manchuria. They learned of 
his desires through other chan- 
nels of communication. This is an 
important point to devolp in, the 
kind of inquiry the publie is 
entitled to. , 

As for the climax of the Mac- 
Arthur drama, the JCS carefully 
kept out of any discussion of the 
propriety or impropriety of Mac- 
Arthur’s writing a letter to. the 
leader of the political*opposition 
attacking military policy. 


Basis for Removal. 


What they were concerned with 
was whether a commander in the 
field could give to his command 
the required zeal and effort if he 
was in disagreement with the 
strategy decided upon by his. su- 
periors for the campaign in pro- 
gress. On the basis of this. con- 
sideration they are reported to 
have agreed that there was no 
choice but to remove Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. 

If these are the facts, then it 
would be healthy to develop 
them on the record. These mat- 
ters are too vital to American 
security abroad and American 
unity at home to leave any cloud 
of uncertainty shrouding what 
may or may not have happened.

In 1935 Mrs. Arthur MacArthur, 
the General’s aged mother, jour- 
neyed out to Manila to see her 
son, and on shipboard met a 
youthful, charming southern lady 
named Jean Marie Faircloth, of 
Murfreesboro, Tenn. Miss Fair- 
cloth, born to wealth, was taking 
a cruise around the world. Mac- 
Arthur’s mother, a southerner 
herself, liked her, thought that 
she would be an ideal wife for 
her son, and asked her to stop 
off in Manila. 

The General and Miss Faircloth 
fell in love, and were married 
in New York (at the City Hall) on 

April 30, 1937. The MacArthurs 
returned to Manila, and neither 
has touched the American main- 
land since. (Editor’s note: Until 
their return last week.) Mrs. 
MacArthur is 19 years younger 
than her husband. They have one 
son, Arthur, born in Manila, who 
is 13 years old.

But police also ordered 
Russo to leave St. Louis because 
of the long, deadly gang feud. 

The Mafia was quiescent here 
from the end of the 1920s to about 
1945, when John Vitale assumed 
local leadership after his release 
from prison. He had served a sen- 
tence for a narcotics law viola- 
tion. Two years ago, Vitale was 
supplanted by a North St. Louis 
undertaker. 

The reason for the shift, I 
learned, was that the Mafia de- 
cided an older, more experienced 
leader was needed here. The un- 
dertaker came to St. Louis 15 
years ago from Chicago, where 
he had been affiliated with the 
Unione Siciliano.

HEN the Senate Crime Com- 

mittee began assembling the 

pieces in the national crime 
jigsaw puzzle, dozens of witnesses 
at hearings in various cities were 
questioned closely about the Ma- 
fia. All insisted there was no 
such organization.

He cited instances in his 
personal knowledge of how the 
Mafia exacted revenge even be- 
hind prison walls, how Mafia 
members in penitentiaries learned 
through their own grapevine ex- 
actly what was going on outside, 
how Mafia members often escaped 
unpleasant duties in prison. 

Later, I called on another 
friend, who had served terms in 
the federal penitentiary at Lea- 
venworth, Kan., and in the state 
prison at Chester, Ill. When I 
suggested the Mafia was only a 
myth, he exploded: “Don’t let 
them kid you. Look at how those 
guys all denied it before the Sena- 
tors. They’re scared even to ad- 
mit they know it exists. Anyone 
deep in the rackets knows the 
Mafia is a fact and only a dumb 
dope scoffs at it.” 

A third ex-convict, once a nar- 
cotics dealer but now a successful 
business man, told me how he had 


admitted and sworn, he would be 
the Mafia’s man from then on, to 
do whatever the group wanted. 
He was even to conceal his mem- 
— from his immediate fam-

placed a lien against all Binag- 
gio’s assets in St. Louis, several 
weeks after the killing. 

The fact that Mafia members 
throughout the country kept in 
close touch was shown last year 
when Los Angeles police seized 
the notebooks of Momo Adamo, 
former Kansas City gangster. 

Adamo’s notebooks listed “Mr. 
Paulo Buffa, 5000 block of Wells 
avenue, St. Louis.” The name was 
crossed out and a pencilled nota- 
tion read: “Relative killed.” The 
relative was Tom Buffa of St. 
Louis, shot to death by the Mafia 
in Lodi, Calif., in March 1947. 
Tom Buffa was a narcotics dealer 
and a veteran of the Italian gang 
wars here. 

Other notations in the book in- 
cluded Pasquale Miceli, St. Louis; 
Frank Zito, Springfield, Ill.; Pete 
Licavoli, Detroit gang leader and 
former St. Louisan; James Lumia, 
Tampa racketeer, killed last year; 
Duke’s Tavern; Tony Accardo, 
Capone syndicate leader, and 
names of gangsters in Rockford, 
lll., San Diego, Calif., Rochester, 
N. Y., Dallas, Tex., Madison, Wis., 
and dozens of other places. 

Last July, while investigating 
the Binaggio murder in Kansas 
City, I picked up information 
that one of his St. Louis asso- 
ciates, Lopiparo, had been in 
Tijuana, Mexico, with a former 
St. Louis “Green One,” Frank 
(Three-Fingered Frank) Coppola, 
alias Frank Lomonde. 

I flew to Tijuana. Police there 
told me a group of 14 Mafia mem- 
bers had been using a tourist 
court on Revolution street as 
headquarters and had another 
center at Acapulco, the fashion- 
able resort on the Pacific coast,

FTER a dozen or more wit- 
A nesses at the Kansas City 

hearings of the Kefauver 
committee had denied any know!l- 
edge of the Mafia, a Narcotics 
Bureau agent, Claude A. Follmer, 
gave the fullest account ever giv- 
en to the Senate committee in 
any city about the secret society. 

Rudolph Halley, chief counsel 
for the committee, asked: “What 
can you tell this committee about 
the Mafia here in Kansas City?” 

Follmer replied: “The best in- 
formation we have is that there 
are possibly 25 or 30 members 
here. The more important ones 
are fellows like Tony Gizzo, Joe 
and Frank DeLuca, Pete and Jo- 
seph DiGiovanni and Jim Bales- 
trere.” 

Balestrere was the “head man” 
and his chief lieutenants were 
Gizzo, Tano Lacoco and the Di- 
Giovannis, Follmer testified. 

“How does the Mafia operate?” 
Halley asked. 

Follmer explained: “My under- 
standing is that they have no 
written rules or bylaws, but they 
have a sort of understanding that 
once you are a member, you can’t 
withdraw. You are always a life- 
time member. Their code is that 
if you double-cross another mem- 
ber of the organization, there is 
only one penalty and that is 
death. ... If they loan each other 
money they don’t take any notes 
or bother about that sort of thing.

United States attorney general, 
who is in charge of a special 
federal grand jury in Kansas 
City, explained to the Senators: 
“In 1939 the Narcotics Bureau 
secured evidence upon which 
they indicted 39 of the echelon 
and convicted a great majority 
of those. In 1942 they convict- 
ed about nine of the top-flight 
Mafia here in this area. It was 
through that investigation that 
one of their informants was mur- 
dered in 1944,” —

OLLMER testified there was a 

rumor that “they” were going 

“to take care of” Lacoco, who 
was under investigation for in- 
come tax fraud. 

“Take care of him how?” de- 
manded Senator Tobey. 

“Politically,” Follmer replied. 

“On his income tax case?” 
Tobey asked. 

“Yes,” Follmer said. “It is a 
well-known fact around here that 
they did take care of DeLuca. 
That is, the fellows in that nar- 
cotics case that should have re- 
ceived the big sentences got the 
short sentences, with the rec- 
ommendation of the judge that 
they not be deported.” 

Senator Estes Kefauver, com- 
mittee chairman, asked:* “How 
does one member know some- 
body else is a member?” 

George H. White, narcotics 
agent, who was lent to the Sen- 
ate committee for the investiga- 
tion, offered this explanation: 

They know it by word of mouth 
and who they know. If I were to 
identify myself as a narcotics 
agent without credentials in my 
pocket, you would say, ‘Do you 
know Mr. Follmer in Kansas 

I would say, ‘Yes, he is 


chief as either Vincent Mangano working for Walker out there. He 


or Joseph Profaci. (Philip Man- 
gano, brother of Vincent, was 
found shot to death in a Brook- 
lyn swamp last Friday.) 

“Suppose you were able to 
prove a vast criminal conspiracy,” 
Halley suggested, “and put the 
heads, the top men throughout 
this country in Alcatraz. Would 
the fear still be there?” 

“Yes,”-. Follmer answered. “I 
think in Chicago they have had 
more assassinations, and more 
heads of the Mafia have been as- 
sassinated themselves, than in any 
other city in-the country. They 
just appoint a new one. When 
one is assassinated, a new one 
takes his place.” 

In time, Follmer thought, the 
Mafia will die. “Time will prob- 
ably suppress it more than any- 
thing,” he said. “For example, 
the ones here that I know of per- 
sonally, the fathers don’t like 
their sons to become involved jn 
rackets and that sort of thing. 
After they make enough money 
to be independently wealthy, they 
don’t like to have their children 
get into the same rackets. It is 
the other poorer ones who take 
over and carry it along.” 

Halley, touching on a point that 
has worried the Senate committee 
for a long time—the infiltration 
of gangsters into legitimate busi- 
nesses—asked: “Isn’t the great 
danger that after they have made 
the money, if they and their chil- 
dren do stay in the Mafia they 
carry those methods into legiti- 
mate business and use them on 
legitimate people in legitimate 
pursuits.” ; 

“That is very possible, yes,” 
Follmer replied. 

“Do you know,” Halley asked, 
“of any other legitimate busi- 
nesses that an ordinary citizen 
just cannot operate in, cannot 
function at all in?” 

Follmer replied: “They domi- 
nate the liquor business here (in 
Kansas City). There is no doubt 
about it.” 

Halley asked: “Is that why Giz- 
zo was able to testify about his 
liquor franchises and beer fran- 
chises?” 

“That is why (Wolf C.) Rimann 
was killed here just recently over 
that Schenley franchise,” Follmer 
replied. 

Senator Charles W. Tobey, New 
Hampshire Republican, asked 
“Have any been prosecuted suc- 
cessfully?” 

“Yes,” Follmer answered. “It 
is surprising, though, the weight 
that they carry in politics; even.” 

Halley interjected: “Isn’t the 
real question whether you are
